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Defends rescue operation 

Mubarak holds bad 
from blaming Libya 


. CAIRO (Reuter).- President Hosni 
Mubarak said yesterday that the hi- 
jackers of the Egyptian plane taken 
to Malta this week, whom he identi- 
fied as Palestinians “not from the 
PLO.” were led by a man now in 
neighbouring Libya. But he ruled 
out a retaliatory war with Libya. 

He said one of the hijackers' lead- 
ers was in Tripoli and even gave his 
hotel room number - 401 at the 
Grand Hotel. 

But he refused to name the man or 
to disclose if Egypt had established 
that Libya was behind the Saturday 
night hijacking of an Egyptair 
Boeing 737 on an Athens-Cairo 
flight. 

Asked if Libya was involved, 
Mubarak replied: “As a head of 
state, I cannot disclose this." 

Forces in areas bordering Libya 
were placed on alert during the hi- 
jack. But Mubarak ruled out hostili- 
ties yesterday when reporters asked 
him if he had considered a “military 
< option.'' 

“We never call for war but we call 
for peace and if we ever have to go to 


war, it is because we want to bring 
peace," he replied. 

Earlier Egyptian Defence Minis- 
ter Field-Marshal Abdel-Halim Abu 
Ghazala told reporters Egypt had 
information Libya was responsible 
for the incident. 

Libya was reported to have denied 
any involvement. 

In other remarks after talks with 
Abu Ghazala, Mubarak said only six 
commandos took part in the rescue 
operation at Malta's Luqa airport. 

The commandos fired only seven 
bullets, three of which hit a hijacker 
who was later “finished off' with a 
fire-axe by the plane's captain, 
Mubarak said. Some 60 people died 
in the hijacking, most of them during 
the rescue operation. 

The president, responding to 
those who blamed Egypt for the 
deaths, said most were killed by 
shrapnel, phosphorous grenades 
thrown by the gunmen or smoke 
suffocation. 

He said the commandos tried to 
save as many passengers as possible 
and 41 out of 97 passengers survived.

Hassan disinvites Peres 


Hospitalized Tunisian said 
to be leader of hijack group 


? V ALL ETTA (Reuter). - Maltese 
authorities said yesterday that sever- 
al people on board the Egyptair 
plane seized in flight over the 
weekend had named a Tunisian, 
now recovering from wounds in a 
Valletta hospital, as leader of the 
hijack group. 

Government spokesman Paul 
, Mi feud said the passengers identified 
.the leader as Omar Marzouki, 20, 
'from Tunisia. He said a magistrate 
had started questioning Marzouki 
about the hijacking, and if there was 
sufficient evidence against him he 
would be charged under Malrese 
law. 

Mifsud, speaking at a news confer- 
ence. also corrected the hijacking 
death toll so far from 60 to 59. He 
said the number of survivors was 39, 
making a total of 98. passengers and 


crew, including the five hijackers. 

He said the figure of 60 dead 
which had been given yesterday had 
included a Canadian baby who bad 
been counted twice. 

In Tunis, Tunisian government 
sources said yesterday that the pass- 
port in Marzould’s name was false 
and that no passport in that name 
had been issued. 

The official news agency TAP 
issued a similar denial three days ago 
in response to what it said were news 
agency reports stating that one of the 
hijackers had a Tunisian passport in 
the name of Omar Marzouki. 

Maltese authorities said earlier 
that the wounded hijacker, one of a 
group of Arab extremists who seized 
th-3 plane on a flight from Athens to 
Cairo ou Saturday, was out of dan- 
ger after surgery. 


RABAT (AP). - King Hassan II of 
Morocco yesterday said he did not 
anticipate having any “direct con- 
tacts" with Prime Minister S him on 
Peres. 

On Monday, Hassan had told re- 
porters that Peres ‘'sent word that he 
would like to see me. I replied that I 
would receive him with great plea- 
sure. but told him ‘you and I cannot 
be just tourists.'" 

Peres publicly responded later 
that day that he would be happy to 
meet with Hassan. He reiterated his 
willingness yesterday. 


But yesterday, the king told a 
group of French reporters at the 
royal palace that his comments 
should not have been interpreted as 
an invitation to face-to-face discus- 
sions, but rather a general offer 
intended only to demonstrate that 
the Arab side was open to discus- 
sions. 

“If Mr. Peres has something con- 
crete to propose, he can put it in an 
envelope addressed to the UN 
secretary general," Hassan told the 
reporters.

Mendelson ‘clinically dead’ 


VALLETTA (AP). - Nitzan Mendel- 
* son, 23, of Kibbutz Hulata, who was 
shot by the hijackers of the Egyptair 
jet, was pronounced clinically dead- 
yesterday, Maltese authorities said. 

She was in intensive care at St. 
Luke's Hospital, according to gov- 
ernment spokesman Paul Mifsud. 

She was one of five passengers - 
two Israelis and three Americans - 
shot execution style while the plane 
was parked on the airport tarmac on 
Sunday morning. 

Die other Israeli, Tamar Artzi, 24, 
of Kibbutz Revhrim, was shot in the 
cheek and the thigh, and thrown onto 
the tarmac, where she lay in the rain 
for three hours before she was 
helped. 

Artzi was quoted as saying the 
'• hijackers first freed 11 women of 
other nationalities and then asked 
any Israeli women to step forward. 

“I thought they would allow ns to 
get out of the plane, like the previous 


women, so I got up and identified 
myself as an Israeli and then they 
shot me and threw me out of the plane 
onto the runway," Artzi was quoted 
as saying on CBS-TV. 

“I wanted to ads die hijackers not 
to kiO me, but he shot me twice," 
Artzi was quoted as telling reporters. 
“The moment I saw that he was 
ready to press the trigger, I couldn’t 
say anything and I turned around, 
perhaps from shock, perhaps by in- 
stinct.” 

Mendelson saw the hijackers shoot 
Artzi and did not get out of her seat, 
but the hijackers had her passport 
and found her by nsing the passport 
picture. They tied her hands and 
dragged her off kicking and scream- 
ing before shooting her in the head 
and dumping her ou the runway. 

The two women were traveling 
together on their way to East Asia. 
They niet after Artzi placed an adver- 
tisement to a newspaper looking for a 
traveling companion.

WASHINGTON. - Prime Minister 
Peres says he would be willing to 
discuss all issues in any peace nego- 
tiations with Syria, Including the 
Golan Heights. 

In an interview published yester- 
day in The Washington Post , Peres 
said he would welcome direct nego- 
tiations with Syria. But he said, “If 
you ask me, ‘Are the Syrians ready?’ 
to join the peace process, my answer 
is no." 

The prime minister said that in his 
view, the Syrians have a “higher aim 


than peace in their political priori- 
ties. They feel that for them it is 
easier to lead the Arab world against 
Israel than for peace with Israel." 

But, he continued , if Syria came to 
the conference tabl: ,-Lrae! would be 
prepared to discuss all outstanding 
issues. This would include the Golan 
Heights. 

“We have decided on the Golan 
Heights,” he said. “We have a posi- 
tion. So, we would come with our 
position, and the Syrians are free to 
come with their position. I mean, 
don't expect us to come with the 
Syrian position." 


Sharir finall y back from travels 


Tourism Minister Avraham Sharir 
arrived at Ben-Gurion Airport last 
night after a controversial three- 
week visit to the U.S. He met with an 
unexpectedly large reception from a 
press that had severely criticized his 
absence from the country while the 
major Skal tourism conference was 
taking place here. 

Sharir justified his trip, saying it 
was essential to give a boost to 


flagging Jewish tourism from the 
U.S. He added that the Skal organiz- 
ers had known of his plans weeks in 
advance. 

Sharir’s wife, Rivka, who had 
accompanied him, was pale and 
emotional: “It is no wonder people 
want to leave the country, if this is 
the way people behave," she told the 
waiting reporters. “Who wants to 
live in such a country?" (Itim) 


Reagan approves delay of arms sale to Amman 


WASHINGTON (AP). - President 
Reagan has signed legislation that 
formally postpones a SI. 9 billion 
arms sale to Jordan until March 1 
unless Jordan and Israel open 
meaningful peace talks before then. 


Faced with overwhelming opposi- 
tion in Congress to the sale, Reagan 
had been forced earlier to accept the 
delay of the sale of aircraft, missiles 
and other weapons. He signed the 
delay into law Monday. 


Interest rates on loans and over- 
drafts are due to go down by 1 per 
cent next week. The Bank of Israel 
yesterday announced it was cutting 
the rate it charges commercial banks 
by that amount. 

The central bank said it would be 
the sixth time since the launching of 
the economic plan that inrerest rates 
have been reduced. 

The bank said that after the reduc- 


tion the prime interest rate will be 
around 3 per cent a month and the 
average cost of commercial credit 
will amount to some 4 per cent a 
month. 

The central bank added that it will 
reduce interest rates it pays banks 
for their deposits by half a per cent 
instead of 1 per cent to prevent too 
large a reduction in the interest rates 
the banks pay on shekel deposits. 


Plan to build new coal port in south may be scrapped

The Ports Authority and the Elec- 
tric Corporation may be forced to 
scrap their plan to build a coal port to 
serve the Ashkelon power station 
now being constructed, and to trans- 
fer part of the $400 million accumu- 
lated for the project to the Treasury . 

Senior economic sources who dis- 
closed this yesterday added there is 


little sense in building the port, con- 
sidering present budgetary con- 
straints. The cabinet and the Min- 
isterial Economic Committee have 
approved the project, but there has 
been a running debate about its 
location, with the Transport Minis- 
ter favouring Ashdod and other 
ministers Eilat. 

The cabinet will get a formal prop- 
osal to scrap the plans for the port. 


the sources said. “Tbe Energy 
Ministry and the Ports Authority will 
have to find another way of feeding 
the station with coal/' they said. 

The cabinet is due to hold a special 
meeting today on the proposed 
budgetary framework for the coming 
fiscal year. The Finance Ministry’s 
proposal totals $21.2 billion and 
takes into account a 5600m. slash 
which the Treasury is demanding. 


Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i 
boycotted Sunday's meeting in pro- 
test against what he called “sectoral 
and party campaigns' against the 
budget.” It is expected that he will 
attend today's meeting. 

Economic observers in Jerusalem 
said yesterday they expect the 
cabinet to approve a slash of dose to 
S500m.

BEIT EL. - The military govern- 
ment in the West Bank announced 
yesterday it was planning to hand the 
administration of Nablus over to the 
local Chamber of Commerce within 
weeks and appoint its president, 
Zafer al-Masri. as mayor. 

The move is expected to be the 
first of other local appointments in a 
drive to reintroduce a measure of 
local rule in several major West 
Bank cities which have been run by 
IDF officers since Israel clamped 
down on the Palestinian National 
Guidance Coramettee three years 
ago. 

The behind-the-scenes contacts 
with Nablus notables culminated on 
November 6 with a formal request by 


the Chamber of Commerce to 
assume the administration of the 
West Bank's most populous town. 
At a hurriedly-called meeting with 
the Chamber of Commerce leaden 
at his headquarters here yesterday, 
Aluf-Mishne Ephraim Sneh, the 
Civil Administrator, formally 
announced the authorities' approv- 
al. 

Masri, 44, an uncle of Jordan’s 
foreign minister, Taher al-Masri, 
was deputy mayor in 1982. 

The mayor-designate, who views 
his appointment as a temporary one, 
pending elections in the town, told a 
reporter that as long as the area is 
under occupation, and the Arabs 
cannot terminate it. they should at 
least make life as bearable as possi- 
ble. 




Top official implicated 
in Pollard spy case

A senior official has been im- 
plicated in the Jonathan Pollard 
spy case. The Jerusalem Post 
learned last night from authorita- 
tive sources. 

An internal investigation has 
shown that the contact between the 
Israeli official and Pollard was un- 
known to top ministers and the Mos- 
sad. 

Pollard, 31, a civilian intelligence 
analyst for the U-S. Navy, was 
arrested outside the Israel Embassy 
in Washington on Thursday on 
charges of giving secret documents 
to a foreign government. 

Press reports yesterday based on 
an account in The Washington Post, 
identified the official implicated in 
the Pollard case as Rafael Eitan (no 
relation to the Tehiya MK, and for- 
mer chief of general staff). Eitan 
served as adviser to Begin and Sha- 
mir on terrorism. 

Rafael (Rafi) Eitan, now in the 
limelight as a result of press- reports 
linking him to the Pollard spy con- 
troversy, has spent most of his pro- 
fessional life in the shadowy world of 
the secret services. Reputedly the 
man who knocked out Adolf Ei ch- 
in ann in a Buenos Aires street when 
an Israeli team snatched the Nazi 
war criminal in Argentina in 1960, 
Eitan eventually became head of 
operations in the Mossad, Israel’s 
senior security service. 

Known as Rafi Harnasriah-fRafi 


the stinker) to distinguish Him from 
the other Rafael Eitan (Raful). 
Eitan stayed on in the Mossad until 

the mid 70s, when Ariel Sharon 
became then prime minister Yitzhak 
Rabin's adviser on security affairs. 

Sharon coopted Eitan as his assis- 
tant. But this .honeymoon with the 
Labour government was shortlived 
and in March 1976, Sharon and 
Eitan left tbe Labour embrace. 

Eitan went into private business 
and became a member of the Herat 
central committee. 

He returned to security affairs 


when the l-iimrt came to power and 
Menachem Begin named him advis- 
er on terror in the Prime Minister’s 
Office in July 1978, succeeding Ami- 
hai Pagfin, who was killed in a car 
accident. 

Begin did not concern himself 
much with anti-terror activities and 
gave his. adviser much leeway. 
Eitan ’s status received a further 
boost when Sharon became defence 
minister in 1981. 

A few months afteT the beginning 
of the Lebanon war, Eitan caused 
some controversy when he remarked

Pollard in court today on spy charge

WASHINGTON. - Jonathan Jay 
Pollard is scheduled to appear today 
at a preliminary hearing in a U.S. 
District Court in Washington on 
charges of spying for Israel. 

Federal prosecutors, at the court 
appearance, are expected to make 
public a considerable amount of spe- 
cific information on Pollard’salleged 
espionage activities. 

Reagan administration officials, 
hoping to limit the overall damage to 
American-Israeli relations, yester- 
day again expressed hope that the 
Israeli government would release 
the results of its own internal inves- 


tigation in advance of today’s hear- 
ing. 

“We have requested the full and 
prompt cooperation of the govern- 
ment of Israel in determining aH the 
facts concerning any Israeli involve- 
ment in tins case and the Israelis 
have assured us that they will 
cooperate," State Department 
spokesman Charles Redman said. 

The spokesman, responding to 
another question, said there dearly 
were “links" in the case to the Israeli 
Embassy in Washington. He did not 
elaborate. 

U.S. officials are Extremely upset 
over tiie incident, although they con- 
tinued yesterday to try to ease the 


crisis somewhat. They do not want to 
see it overly weaken American- 
Israeh relations. 

Thus, White House spokesman 
Larry Speakes said he did not expect 
the incident to permanently damage 
U.S. -Israeli relations. 

Another U.S. official said Israel’s 
image in America was deteriorating 
with every day of relative' silence 
from Jerusalem. 

“The U.S. has had a long and 
•'* dose-relationship witir Israel, and I 
would expect ttutt. relationship. to 
continue," he said.

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To keep religious parties in coalition 

Peres promises check on Mormons

Premier Peres yesterday promised 
the religious parties to investigate 
what could be done to stop construc- 
tion of the Mormon-affiliated 
Brigham Voting University (BYU) 
study centre in Jerusalem. 

Agudat Visrael yesterday 
threatened to walk out of the coali- 
tion if Peres does not stop construc- 
tion of the institution which it re- 
gards as a base for missionaries. 

Peres has limited authority an the 
issue since the Districr Planning 
Commission has already approved 
construction, now under way. 
According to several knowledgeable 
sources, only the Knesset could stop 
construction through special legisla- 
tion. 

But representatives of the reli- 


gious parties, who met with Peres 
yesterday evening, told the premier 
that as far as they knew the Mor- 
mons would withdraw from the pro- 
ject if the cabinet were to vote to 
express its displeasure at the pre- 
sence of a Mormon institution in 
Jerusalem. 

The premier told the religious par- 
ties that he had to investigate the 
legal and diplomatic implications of 
the affair. He also advised them to 
ask Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek 
to deal with the matter. Kollek so far 
has refused to act against the Mor- 
moos. 

At the meeting with Peres. Reli- 
gious Affairs Minister Yosef Burg 
said that while he had served as 
interior minister the Mormon lead- 
ers who planned the campus tricked 
and deceived him. 


Morasha Knesset Member Avra- 
ham Verdiger compared the respon- 
sibility of the Zionist leadersbip in 
Israel and the U.S. for failing to 
rescue Jews from Nazi liquidation 40 
years to the responsibility of today's 
Zionist leadership in Israel if they 
were to allow the Mormon project to 
be completed. 

Shas leader Interior Minister Yit- 
zhak Peretz said the Mormon mis- 
sionaiy .issue was not a religious but a 
national issue. 

Peretz said he had asked bis minis- 
try's legal advisers to study the 
approval already granted to the 
Mormon campus. "Had a legal 
loophole existed I would not have 
hesitated to use it to scop the pro- 
ject," Peretz said. “But now it is up 
to the government to take a clear and 
unequivocal decision against it." 


Bill limits number of taxi licences

A new- system of licensing taxis is 
laid down in an amendment to the 
Traffic Ordinance that passed its 
first reading in the Knesset yester- 
day. 

Transport Minister Haim Corfu 
said that at present taxi licences 
(known for historical reasons as 
"green numbers”) are issued for a 
three-year period on the basis of 
personal criteria, the most important 
of which is “the length of time the 
applicant has driven a taxi.” 

This system has led to the uncon- 
trolled expansion of the taxi busi- 
ness. has blocked the entry of out- 
side manpower and capital, and has 
brought down the level of profitabil- 
ity and of service, Corfu said. 


The new system aims to adjust the 
rate of expansion to demand. It will 
also do away with the principle of 
basing the "right" to drive a taxi 
mainly on seniority. 

Under the new system, the minis- 
ter of n-anspon , with the approval of 
the Knesset Economic Com mi nee, 
will decide on an annual quota of 
licences. Special quotas will be re- 
served for IDF invalids, other speci- 
fied invalids, and members of the 
families of fallen soldiers. 

A fee will be charged for the 
licence, its amount to be fixed in 
accordance with its market value. 
The applicants' qualifications will 
be determined by a committee 
appointed by tbe minister, com- 
posed of public representatives and 


headed by a judge. 

A transition period is proposed, 
during which both the old and new 
system will be in operation, in order 
to be fair to drivers who have been 
waiting for licences under the old 
system. The new system will take 
effect on January 1, 19S6. 

Earlier, in the Economic Commit- 
tee. functionaries of the Taxi Own- 
ers Association said that profits and 
standards of service in the taxi busi- 
ness had declined, partly because of 
the heavy taxes on vehicles and spare 
parts, and partly because the author- 
ities' cost calculations were long out 
of date. 

The unrealistic low rates promp- 
ted some tan drivers to overcharge 
on fares, they said.

Nevertheless, Peres said he was 
confident that the Soviets would 
allow Soviet Jews to join their fami- 
lies here. 

Three die on roads

A suicide carbomb driven by a 
17-year-old girl, reportedly dressed 
as a mailm an, exploded yesterday at 
a South Lebanese Army checkpoint 
near the village of Falous. west of 
Jezzine, killing the girl and wound- 
ing an SLA soldier. 

The girl, identified by the Associ- 
ated Press as Hamideh Mustafa al- 
Taher, a member of the Arab Social- 
ist Ba’ath Party from the Syrian town 
of Deir Ezzor, was killed when she 
refused to obey orders by SLA sol- 
diers to stop at the checkpoint. The 
soldiers opened fire on the car de- 
tonating the explosives. One SLA 
soldier was wounded in the blast.

fronted by the FBI early last week 
with the allegations of spying for 
Israel, contacted an Israeli intelli- 
gence agent in Washington to seek 
assistance. 

The identity of that Israeli official, 
while known to U.S. authorities, has 
not been revealed, apparently at the 
request of the State Department. 

“If you shake your surveillance, 
we’ll see what we can do,” the Israeli 
in question was reported by U.S. 
investigators as having told Pollard 
in an apparently intercepted and 
tape-recorded telephone conversa- 
tion. Pollard later showed up at the 
Israeli Embassy with his wife, who 
was subsequently also arrested on 
espionage charges. 

The Washington Times yesterday 
published an article by one of its 
columnists who last year had 
attended a small, private dinner with 
Pollard in Washington. At that time, 
Pollard openly bragged of his intelli- 
gence connections. 


“I never met many spooks, cer- 
tainly none who told you so before 
the first gin and tonic, but Jay was 
different.” the columnist. Steve 
Masty. wrote. Pollard, he added, 
quickly began to discuss “classified 
information." 

A former Republican congress- 
man from New York. John 
LeBoutellier. also recalled meeting 
Pollard on several occasions in 
Washington. “I met him in early 
September 1984. after I spoke at the 
Heritage Foundation's Third Gen- 
eration lecture series. He showed me 
his Navy credentials and began spin- 
ning me a line of *BS\ I was impress- 
ed for a minute, but it didn't take 
long to realize this guy was a classic 
‘BS’ artist. 

“He might have called me a few 
times after that, but he was a pest. 
I'm amazed that the U.S. govern- 
ment would let a guy like that have 
access to classified documents."

T oul-smelling’ plant in 
Beersheba to dose down

BEERSHEBA. - The giant Makh- 
teshim Chemical Works here will 
shut down its foul-smelling Cotnion 
plant on December 31 as promised. 
This was announced recently by 
Shlomo Peleg, the head of Koor 
Chemicals, which largely owns the 
local company, to Dr. Uri Marinov. 
director of the Environmental Pro- 
tection Service. 

“We’ve come to the conclusion 
that the plant, which has operated 
for over 30 years without a business 
licence, will nevertheless have to 
comply with the Kahanovitz Law 
against air and noise pollution. The 
management has blatantly disre- 


garded all previous agreements and 
is criminal in continuing to pour 
dangerous wastes into the Beershe- 
ba wadi.” Marinov told The Jeru- 
salem Post yesterday. 

77ie Post has learned that the city 
plans to bring criminal charges 
against the directors of Makhteshim. 
if the Cotnion plant remains open 
after December 31. “We mean busi- 
ness," a city spokesman said. 

A neighbourhood association in 
the Neveh Noy area, which because 
of its proximity to the wadi is most 
affected by the pollution and which 
fears that real estate prices will go 
down, is planning to sue the munici- 
pality and the chemical factories in 
the High Court of Justice.

Debt may force us 
to close shop 

TEL AVIV (Itim). - Kupat Holim 
Galit, the health fund of the Histad- 
rut, is threatening to close all of its 
institutions in the coming days if the 
government fails to pay S17 million. 

Haim Doron, chairman of the 
fund's management, said yesterday 
that the government had to pay the 
fund $10 million and the labour 
federation $7 million in combined 
Histadrut and health fund dues 
under a decision by a ministerial 
committee. 

Doron, speaking at a meeting of 
the health fund's national council 
here, said the fund had a running 
deficit of around $150 million. He 
said this debt to the banks would 
have to be consolidated.

Health Minister Mordechai Gur 
yesterday suspended the medical li- 
cence of a Kfar Sava gynecologist 
convicted last year of committing an 
indecent act on one of his patients. 

Dr. Moshe Yonian was given a 
year's suspension starting next 
February, to allow him time to- 
appeal. The Tel Aviv District Court 
had sentenced Yonian in December 
1984 to a year's imprisonment, eight 
months of which were suspended. 
The doctor appealed to the Supreme 
Court, which reduced his prison 


term by one month, and finally spent 
three months in prison. 

The ministry's disciplinary board 
concurred with the court's ruling, 
which saw Yonian's act as “a most 
grave violation of trust between doc- 
tor and patient." The board said this 
was “especially serious, given the 
fact that what is referred to is a 
gynecologist abusing the vulnerable 
condition of a patient who came to 
him for an examination.” 

The court had noted that, while 
Yonian did not use force to commit 
“a decidedly sexual act” upon his 
patient, she suffered from shock and 
required psychological treatment.

Katsav backs probe 
into missing Yemenites

Representatives of the Public 
Committee for i-nra*ting the Missing 
Yemenite Children met yesterday 
with Social Affairs Minister Moshe 
Katsav and got his support for an 
official inquiry into the affair. 

We're not interested in punishing 
those responsible for the crime of 
taking children from their parents,” 
Rosh Ha'ayin council head Yigpl 
Yosef, chai rman of the committee, 
told The Jerusalem Post after the 
meeting. “But we want an official 
answer, so the parents will finally 
know the truth and can stop suffer- 
ing.” 

The parents of some 500 Yeme- 
nite children who disappeared short- 
ly after their arrival in Israel in the 
early 1950s recently began a cam- 
paign for a definitive inquiry. A 
public commission investigated 342 
cases in 1967 and found that 316 of 
the missing chil dren had died, four 
had been adopted and 22 were not 
accounted for. 

. “We dispute these, so-called 
'death statistics'," said Yosef, 
whose newborn sister, in apparent 
good health, disappeared from 
Haifa's Rambam Hospital in March 
1953. “The hospital said she had 
died, but we never got a death cer- 
tificate. Years later we received 
three enlistment notices for her, and 
the military police even came look- 
ing for her. I am convinced she is 


alive and was stolen from the hospit- 
al. We’re railring about baby steal- 
ing, such as still exists in certain 
countries.” 

The uncertainty over the mi ssi n g 
children - who would now be in their 
mid-30s - also has serious legal im- 
plications. Committee secretary 
Tzadok Tov told of a recent case 
where a court refused to issue a 
certificate of inheritance to the fami- 
ly of a Yemenite immigrant who died 
without leaving a will. 

The man's four children had ap- 
plied to the court, but bis identity 
booklet listed five offspring. The 
mother presented a letter from the 
1967 board of inquiry stating the fifth 
child was one of the missing children 
who bad died. The court said this 
was insufficient, since there was no 
death certificate. 

“The previous inquiry didn’t open 
a single grave," dedared Tov. “As 
citizens we want this affair closed 
once and for all. If these children 
really are dead, we want to know 
where their graves are, so we can say 
kaddisb." 

Katsav asked the committee for a 
detailed deposition in writing, which 
he could submit to the cabinet in 
support of a request for an official 
inquiry. In the meantime, be 
directed Sara Ashkenazi, the minis- 
try official in charge of adoptions, to 
search all the relevant files and to 
supply the committee with any in- 
formation it needs.

At least a hundred families of new immigrants and 
returning Israeli 5 have their lifts stuck in Haifa port 
because the insuranc e comp any that sold them a policy. 
Halevanoo, went bankrupt. 

The Jerusalem Post has learned that the olim and 
returnees were offered retroactive insurance policies by 
other firms to cover damage to their household 
goods, but that would cost them an additional Sl.QOO on 
average in addition to what they already paid Haleva- 
non. . 

The problem is known to affect at least 50 families 
from the Philadelphia area alone, plus more from Boston 
and from a number of cities in France. 

The Jewish Agency, informed last week of the prob- 
lem, has just decided to offer free storage of the lifts at 
the Agency warehouse in Tzrifin, so that the olim and 
returning residents won’t have to pay steep port storage 
fees. 

Em-Gad Ltd., the insurance brokerage firm that sold 
the marine insurance to the clients involved, says that itis 
not responsible for covering any losses suffered as a 
result of damage to the lifts, because the premiums went 

directly to Halevanon. 

The manager of Em-Gad in Tel Aviv, Ephraim 
Matityahu, is on reserve duty and could not be reached 


for comment. A woman who identified herself only as 
Yael and who runs the office in his absence said that 
when an insurance company goes bankrupt, “someone is 
always liable to lose.” 

HaJevanon’s clients who insured their lifts with Em- 
Gad would be best advised, die said, to tabs their goods 
home, even though that would mean forfeiting their right 
to make a claim for loss or damage. 

“You take out marine insurance mainly to provide 
compensation in the event the ship sinks or catches fire,” 
Yael explained. “The ship arrived and the goods are 
here. The olim should take their chances with possible 
losses and take home their property. The deductible on a 
a claim is $100 anyway.” 

Em-Gad does not know exactly how many cases are 
involved, but suggests that other brokerages served as 
agents for Halevanon marine insurance as well. 

Some immigrants claim that Halevanon and Em-Gad 
were on a recommended insurers' list provided by the 
Jewish Agency's Israel Aliya Centres abroad. However, 
Zvi Sharait of the Agency's insurance division denies 
this. “We supply only lists of recommended shippers, not 
insurers. Each shipper informs the immigrant what 
insurer he works with.” Since it was known for months 
that Hal ev anon's finan cial position was shaky, the im- 
migrants wonder why they were not warned about die 
danger of uang the company for insurance. .

The .department's coordinating 
committee decided that if the prices 
were in foot increased, the Histadrut 
would feel free to make wage de- 
mands of employers in both the 
private and public sectors. 

Haberfeld accused “certain manu- 
facturers. among them senior mem- 
ben of the Manufacturers Associa- 


tion.” of attempting to mislead their 
employees by persuading them that 
wage supplements which they will be 
receiving over the next three mouths 
are at the expense of the wage agree- 
ment for 1935-1986, which has yet to 
be negotiated. 

He was referring to wage supple- 
ments of some 12 per cent which are 
to be paid between December and 
February, in terms of the economic 
recovery agreement signed by the 
government, the Histadrut and the 
manufacturers last July. 

Haberfeld stressed that the sup- 
plements are intended to compen- 
sate for unwarranted price rises last 
July, August and September and 
have no connection with future wage 
policy. 

The committee also rejected 
Treasury proposals that pending 
wage and cost of living increments be 
dropped in exchange for tax rebates. 


Halley’s Comet ‘near’ earth 
but moon will obscure view

TEL AVIV. - Halley's Comet will tonight reach the point closest to earth - 
some 92 million kilometres - on its trajectory approaching the sun. but the 
full moon will make seeing the comet with binoculars or even a home 
telescope very difficult. Yigael Pat-El of the Givatayim observatory told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

Pat-EI said that in a couple of days, as the moon becomes dimmer and rises 
(ater-at night, the comet will again become visible for those who know where 
to look and have at least a pair of binoculars. - *• " •’ 

On the last night of Hanukka, December 14, the comet should be visible to 
the naked eye, he said. The comet will remain visible for about three to four 
weeks, after which it will disappear behind the sun. 

In late March the comet will reappear, but will then be visible only in the 
southern hemisphere. It will come closest to earth on its way out on April 11, 
when it will only be 62 million kilometres away. Bot Pat-El promises that 
around April 16 Halley’s comet will again be visible here, and then in its full 
glory with tail and all.

ATHENS (Reuter). - Greek Jews 
said they were pressing the govern- 
ment to seek the extradition from 
Syria of Nazi fugitive Alois Brunner, 
who they say helped kill thousands 
of Jews in World War H! 

The government said yesterday it 
was “carefully considering” the 
question. 

Greece’s Central Jewish Council 
said Brunner, who recently admitted 
his identity in an interview with the 
West German magazine Bunte, play- 
ed a leading role in the extermina- 
tion of over 50,000 Jews in the north- 
ern Greek dty of Salonika. 

“We ask the Greek government- 
...to ask Syria for Brunner's extradi- 
tion to Greece so that he may be 
tried by Greek justice for crimes 


against tens of thousands of our lost 
brothers in Salonika,” a statement 
by the council said. 

A government statement said the 
foreign minister was considering the 
issue with care and added: 

“It is part of the government’s 
intention that, with the cooperation 
of other European governments, 
there should be no escape from jus- 
tice for a person who has to account 
for charges of hideous crimes com- 
mitted in World War EL” 

Brunner, 73, a top aide of Adolf 
Eichmann, broke silence last month 
when he told two reporters from 
Bunte he was ready to face an inter- 
national court but that “Israel won't 
get me."

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Denmark to sever ties with South Africa 


COPENHAGEN (AP). - Danish 
Foreign Minister Uffe Eilemunn- 
Jensen said yesterday his country- 
wili sever its diplomatic relations 
with South Africa. 

Ellemann-Jensen said in a par* 
liamentary question period that the 
vice consul, who is currently Den- 
mark's only diplomatic representa- 
tive in South Africa, will close his 
consulate on December 1. 

The Danish consul-general in 
South Africa was recalled last Octo- 
ber. leaving the vice consul to wind 
up business. South Africa maintains 
a consulate in Copenhagen but its 
consul has been described as absent 
on leave. 

The closing of the consulate is a 
part of Denmark’s general settling of 
its contacts with South Africa" in 
protest against that country's apart- 
heid policy. 

In London, the British Council ot 
Churches called on the government 
yesterday to impose "carefully 
targeted sanctions" on South Africa 
to force the end of apartheid. 


But the Reverend James Wilkie of 
the Presbyterian Church of Scot- 
land. who ’was among nine delegates 
sent by the council to South Africa in 
September, said: “I am not optimis- 
tic. There is too strong a bond of 
self-interest between the South Afri- 
can business community and British 
business. - ' 

Wilkie was speaking at the fall 
assembly in London of the counciL 
which unites 33 mainstream Angli- 
can. Protestant and Orthodox chur- 
ches and has Roman Catholic obser- 
vers. 

Meanwhile, in Johannesburg, the 
South African government has de- 
nied making coniacr with the out- 
lawed African National Congress 
guerrilla movement or considering 
the release of its jailed leader. Nel- 
son Mandela. 

Louis Nel. deputy minister of in- 
formation. said Monday night that 
press reports of such moves were the 
work of “ ruthless propaganda ex- 
perts from behind the Iron Curtain." 

He said the sources of the news 


articles wanted to portray South 
Africa as enfeebled by persistent 
black unrest and therefore forced to 
make concessions to the ANC. 

Defence Force headquarters said 
in Pretoria that two farm vehicles 
detonated land mines near the Zim- 
babwe border early yesterday, 
wounding one black driver. The 
mines were apparently planted by 
guerrillas of the African National 
Congress, the statement said. 

It was believed to be the first time 
ANC guerrillas had mined roads in 
South Africa. Most ANC sabotage 
attacks are carried out against gov- 
ernment buildings in urban areas, 
not in remote farming districts. 

The defence force said three black 
men, "presumably ANC terrorists," 
were believed to have crossed into 
South Africa Monday night, planted 
the mines and then retreated back 
into Zimbabwe. 

Roads in the area were checked by 
mine-sweeping vehicles and two 
other mines were found and “ren- 
dered harmless.” the statement said.

SINGAPORE t Reuter 1. - The 
French discoverer of the Aids virus. 
Jean-CIaude Cherman. said yester- 
day the world may need at least five 
years to judge whether a proposed 
treatment for the killer disease is 
effective. 

“It would take at least five years to 
judge how efffident the vaccine is. 
said Cherman. noting the Aids (ac- 
quired immune deficiency syn- 
drome) virus could remain dormant 
for five or six years before showing 
clear symptoms. 

Che rman. head of the Institut Pas- 


teur viral oncology unit in Paris, was 
attending a scientific seminar here. 

Cherman said joint international 
action may not be feasible at this 
stage because the Aids virus could 
differ from place to place. He sug- 
gested that each country set up its 
own research units against Aids to 
cany out blood tests and other mea- 
sures to curb the disease. 

“At present our aim is to arrest the 
growth of the disease within the 
victim. The next step would be to 
rebuild the damaged immunity sys- 
tem." he added. 



may signal new offensive 


MADRID (Reuter). -Three killings 
by Basque guerrillas in one day. 
which ended a 72-day lull in separat- 
ist murders, may signal the start of a 
winter offensive, Basque sources 
said yesterday. 

Two Navy men and a paramilitary 
civil guard were shot dead Monday 
in San Sebastian and the nearby port 
of Pasajes in two separate attacks 
that brought to 34 the number of 
people killed by Basque separatists 


since the beginning of the year. 

The Basque daily Deia said the 
killings, the first since mid-October, 
were a direct result of a secret meet- 
ing of ETA (Basque Homeland and 
Freedom) guerrilla leaders last week 
in the French city of Bordeaux. 

ft said they had decided to break 
an unofficial truce in their 17-year 
war for ah independent Basque 
country after secret contacts with 
Spanish government envoys ended. 


LONDON ( AP). - The ousted head 
of the Liberian army has gone on 
trial in Monrovia, charged with con- 
spiracy, mutiny and sedition in the 
coup attempt which failed two weeks 
ago. the Liberian government said 
yesterday. 

A telex from Patrick Kugmeh. 
press secretary to head of state 
Samuel Doe . to the Associated Press 
in London said that Gen. Morris 
Zaza went on trial Monday before a 
special military tribunal. 

The trial was closed, but the chair- 
man of the tribunal, Maj.-Gen. 
Alfred Gayflor. said that Zaza was 
charged under articles dealing with 
conspiracy, mutiny, sedition and 
aiding the enemy, the telex said. 

Zaza, whose dismissal was 
announced on November 14, two 
days after the abortive coup, had 
been appointed to command the 
army two years ago by Gen . Thomas 
Quiwonkpa. the fiigitive who led the 
coup attempt and who was killed in 
its aftermath, the telex quoted Gayf- 
lor as saying. 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). - A young South African doctor who testified 
that police were systematically assaulting dissidents in police custody was 
yesterday named ’“woman of the year” by the Johannesburg Star newspaper. 

Wendy Ott. 25, hit the headlines in September when her evidence to a 
court at Port Elizabeth in the riot-tom Eastern Cape led a judge to bar police 
from assaulting detainees. 

The Star, which sponsors the "woman of the year contest." said her 
dedication to the principles of the Hippocratic Oath won an overwhelming 
response from its readers. 


West Germany names Arab in bomb attack 


FRANKFURT (Reuter). - West German police yesterday named an Arab 
wanted in connection with Sunday's car bomb attack on a U.S. military 
shopping complex here. Thirty-five people, mostly Americans, were injured in 
the blast. 

A police spokesman said Azuz Mohsein, aged around 40, bought a 
second-hand BMW car in nearby Gravenbruch the day before it was used in 
the attack. 

He presented a Moroccan passport when buying the vehicle, bat police have 
yet to trace him, he said. A police identity kit picture of the man has been 
issued. 


Iran says its navy seized Panamanian ship 


NICOSIA ( AP). - The Iranian navy has seized the Panamanian ship Arthur 
in the sea of Oman east of the Strait of Hormuz and escorted it to a southern 
Iranian port for inspection, tbe official Islamic Republic News Agency. Ima. 
reported yesterday. 

The agency, monitored here, said the Kuwait-bound vessel carrying a crew 
of 24 South Koreans, was intercepted Monday. 

U quoted military sources in Teberan as saying tbe ship would be released 
as soon as it was established it was not carrying cargo destined for Iraq. 


DRUGS. - An Egyptian criminal 
court yesterday sentenced film ac- 
tress Magda al-Hateeb to five years 
in jail and fined her 2,000 Egyptian 
pounds ($2,400) after finding her 
guilty of cocaine addiction. 


Hijacked Iranian plane returns - with hijackers 


DUBAI (Reuter). - An Iranian light plane diverted to Dubai returned to Iran 
yesterday with the hijackers aboard, security sources in tbe Emirate said. 

Two Iranians among the four passengers, armed with a sub-ntachinegun, 
hijacked the Commander 500-S over the Gulf Monday and forced the pilot to 
land in Dubai. 


Pollard- an odd type to choose for spying, or intelligence

WASHINGTON. - Who exactly is Jonathan Jay Pollard, the 
U.S. naval intelligence analyst now sitting in jail here on 
charges of spying for Israel? 

Published reports and other interviews with his friends and 
former associates paint a picture of a clearly bright but troubled 
31-year-o!d man fascinated by military intelligence and intri- 
gue. Some of these friends maintain that he had a “wild" 
imagination. 

There is also no doubt that he is an.a relent Zionist who had 
spent a lot of time in Israel over the years, including a stint as a 
kibbutz volunteer. Indeed, he reportedly had boasted while still 
a student at Stanford University in California in the mid-1970s 
that he was actually a "colonel" in the Mossad intelligence 
organization. 

The Washington Post quoted one of Pollard's college friends, 
now a Congressional aide in Washington, as saying that Pollard 
had flatly told him years earlier that he was working for the 
Mossad and “being groomed bv it to work in the U.S. 
government." The aide, who asked not to be identified, said 
Pollard had also bragged that he had spent most of his high 
school and college summers undercome military training in 
Israel. 

Another former friend from Stanford. Jonathan Marshall, 
said: “We all basically didn't know u hat to believe" of Pollard's 
boasting about Israeli connections, including a claim that he 
had “gone on the Mossad payroll." Marshall, currently edito- 
rial page editor of the Oakland Tribune, added: “‘He told a lot 
of stories, some of which were hard to believe. But he told 
stories that had a certain credibility ana enough detail that we 
thought some could possibly be true." 

Pollard, who went on to study at the Fletcher School of Law 
and Diplomacy at Tufts University in Boston after graduating 
from Stanford, comes from a very respected middle-class 
Jewish family in South Bend. Indiana. His lather. Dr. Morris 
Pollard, is a well-known microbiologist who heads the Lobund 


Laboratory at Notre Dame University. The father often spoke 
proudly of his son’s achievements andhis "highly sensitive" job 
in naval intelligence. His rabbi in South Bend described him as 
"an outstanding scholar and your prototype all-American 
boy.” 

But there was another side of Pollard that was also emerging 
over the past few days. Federal authorities, who said 'that 
Pollard had taken some $50,000 over the past 18 months from 
Israel for the stolen documents, noted that he had also claimed 
to be passing information to Pakistan and East Germany - 
besides Israel. The Americans are sceptical about the supposed 
ties to Pakistan and East Germany. They believe, however, that 
he was indeed working for Israel and that he was receiving 
money for the secret information he passed along. Exactly how 
important that information was remains unclear. 

A pre-trial report on Pollard, prepared by the FBI. said he 
had an unspecified "emotional problem" three years ago. 

Many U.S. observers were thus wondering aloud how Pollard 
could have possibly received top-secret security clearance from 
the U.S. Navy, given this kind of a background. Israeli experts 
similarly seemed perplexed how any experienced Israeli intelli- 
gence agent in Washington could possibly have become associ- 
ated with an apparent "big mouth" like Pollard. 

Marshall, the Oakland editor, said that Pollard's well-known 
boasting of ties to the Mossad should have raised serious 
questions about his being accepted by U.S. naval intelligence. 
Alarm bells should have been sounded for Israeli officials as 
well. 

The Congressional aide, a former friend, added: "If anybody 
from the FBI had investigated his background and talked to me". 
I certainly would have told them these stories." He described 
Pollard as “very troubled and very shadowy." 

To underline his point, he said that Pollard, while still in 
college, became extremely concerned that a group of Israelis 
were supposedly trying to kill him. showed his friend a larger 
revolver, and locked himself in his dormitory room. 

Pollard clearly lost his cool early last week after being 


confronted by the FBI with evidence that he had been stealing 
classified documents. Both The New York Times and The 
Washington Post reported that Pollard then got directly in touch 
with an unnamed Israeli intelligence agent in Washington and 
asked for help. By then, Pollard was under around-the-clock 
surveillance. His telephone was also apparently tapped. The 
unnamed Israeli official is reported to have replied that he 
"might" help if Pollard could evade FBI surveillance. 

One source in Washington, in an interview with The 
Washington Post described the sequence of events this way: 
"When the FBI confronted him, he said he would cooperate so 
they started to roll him.... Then all of a sudden he made contact 
with an Israeli intelligence agent or an embassy official and said 
the FBI is on to me." Hie response from the Israeli was 
something to the effect of ‘‘if you shake your surveillance, we’ll 
see what we can do." 

One authoritative source in Washington said that the FBI 
"certainly has the goods'* on that alleged Israeli agent, whose 
identity is known to the U.S. authorities. The source predicted 
that the Israeli in question would eventually be asked to leave 
the U.S. He added that other Israeli officials in Washington 
might also have to return home. 

Pollard, although aware that he was being followed, drove 
directly to the Israeli Embassy last Thursday - together with his 
wife - in an apparent effort to seek asylum. But at the Embassy, 
stunned Israeli security officers and political officials refused to 
admit him. They escorted him outside the building although 
they knew that FBI agents were waiting there. 

His 25-year-old wife. Anne Henderson-Pollard, was arrested 
on Saturday on charges of concealing stolen documents. 

"This treacherous and traitorous act by a trusted employee 
motivated simply by money is appalling," the Senate Select 
Committee on Intelligence said in an official statement. Mem- 
bers of that panel have been briefed by the FBI about the 
Pollard case. They have informally advised pro-Israeli lobbyists 
to “ Keep your heads down on this one" - meaning that 
Washington has considerable evidence. implicating Israel. 
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KHARTOUM (AP). - Southern Sudan's top military commander says 
Ethiopians and Cubans are training Sudanese rebels at a camp inside 
Ethiopia before sending them back into Sudan to fight. 

In an interview distributed yesterday, Brig. Mohammed Zein al-Abdeen 
also told the official Sudan news agency that Soviet-made Ethiopian 
helicopters are supplying rebel forces in Sudan with ammunition and supplies 
three times daily. 

Al-Abdeen, military area commander in the southern Upper Nile region, 
said 12,000 rebels of renegade Col. John Garang's Sudan People's Liberation 
Army are in the camp where the alleged training is taking place. 


Maccabi make ‘gesture’ to stop . 
Shabbat soccer on ‘one-time’ basis 


STOCKHOLM (Reuter). - Senior officials from seven western European 
countries yesterday concluded two days of talks on what to do about the flood 
of political refugees into Europe. 

Jonas Widgren, secretary of state in tbe Swedish Labour Ministry, told 
reporters that officials from Sweden, France, Britain, West Germany, 
Denmark, the Netherlands and Switzerland held informal consultations with 
UN High Commissioner for Refugees Pool Hartling on refugees from areas 
such as the Middle East and Asia.

MK Shapira said the Orthodox 
community would “view favour- 
ably” raising funds to compensate 
Maccabi if the club does not dese- 
crate the Sabbath with Saturday 
afternoon football at Ramat Gan. 

Earlier it had been acknowledged 
that a sum of $200,000 had been 
offered by a consortium of Orthodox 
businessmen to Maccabi to cancel 
their Saturday afternoon games for 
the entire season.

Profits provide 


memorial to bank

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WHERE DO you start when you 
want to give away money? 

Founders of Bank Ku pat- Am 
faced this question when the major- 
ity of its shareholders voted to sell 
out to Bank Leumi. -A group of 
founders decided not to pocket the 
profits from the sale. Instead they set 
up a public trust, named Reka. 
which is the Hebrew acronym for 
Kupat-Am Founders ( Rishonei 
Kupat-Am). 

The word also means “back- 
ground," which seems significant in 
terms of the trust's social influence: 
back-up for projects in medicine, 
education, culture and other fields. 
Since 1976. when Reka was formed, 
it has handed out $4.5 million in 
help. 

That's not as easy as it sounds. 
Reka's 15-member directorate con- 
tacted heads of municipalities and 
directors of hospitals, asking them to 
list urgent needs beyond the 
frameworks of their budgets. 

The directorate was astounded, 
recalls Reka director-general Moshe 
Stern, to discover die enormous 
volume of diverse needs shelved 
year after year for tack of funding. 
And the applications in their files 
represented only a fraction, they 
suspected, of all needs. 

-t Until this point, Reka had kept a 
: low profile, for some three years. 
Mow it has gone public with quarter- 
page advertisements in four Hebrew 
: newspapers, inviting organizations 
i and institutions to come forward 
I vith blueprints for projects to be- 
w refit the public welfare. The 700 
sponses came from all across 
’-ael, from the Golan Heights to 
at. 

Requests ranged from S 100,000 to 
million, and many were heart- 
.ding. Reka decided to give pre- 
face to those who could supply 
xhing funds. 

e such project was worked out 
jthe Israel Defence Forces. Libi 
Shaded the matching funds. Five 
— nave-care units for airborne use 
-v>e added to IDF helicopters. Un- 
til then the IDF had no such airborne 
units. The result: a lower death toll 
during the Lebanon War than other- 
wise would haye been the case. . 

Jerusalem's beeper system for the 
aged impressed Reka. The aged 
through the beepers can have their 
names, addresses and health records 
flashed on a screen at police HQ 
almost instantly. That offers quite a 
sense of security among a population 
threatened by theft or a stroke. Reka 
has now helped equip 300 elderly in 
Tel Aviv with beepers. 

And Reka has funded an even 
more sophisticated communications 


system for patients and staff of Jeru- 
salem's Alyn hospital for the hand- 
icapped. For the organization Dan, it 
provided a swimming pool designed 
for the handicapped. Water often 
offers the best therapy for those with 
restricted mobility. 


THE COMPUTER at the National 
Library in Jerusalem, which pro- 
vides access to library catalogues all 
over the world, was paid for with 
Rika's help. So was the Heart Insti- 
tute at Sheba Medical Centre and 
the medical biophysics wing in the 
oncology department at Hadassah 
Hospital, as well as the intensive 
care unit in the neurosurgical depart- 
ment at Ichilov Hospital. The list 
goes on and on... equipment for 
wheelchair sports: textbooks for 
schools; the cost of refurbishing the 
Writers Houses in Tel Aviv and 
Jerusalem; air-conditioners for 
police stations in Tel Aviv, Ram at 
Gan and Givatayim. 

The air-conditioners were the har- 
dest give-away of ail. because the 
police are not permitted to accept 
philanthropy. However Reka 
argued that the force works under 
the most thankless circumstances 
and at the very least could be saved 
the hardship of summer's heat. 

Reka's most recent project was 
the installation of a linear accelera- * 
tor in Ichilov Hospital’s department 
to replace the painful cobalt radia- 
tion currently in use. Tel Hashotner 
is the only other hospital in the 
country with a linear accelerator, but 
the Ichilov model is more sophisti- 
cated and up-to-date. Installation 
was delayed because the equipment 
had to be housed in a reinforced 
concrete bunker to protect the rest 
of the hospital from radiation. The 
$60,000 tab for the specially built 
bunker was also picked up by Reka. 

The new equipment is expected to 
be in place by the end of November, 
when Reka is to be officially recog- 
nized as a “Builder of Tel Aviv” at 
an award ceremony at the Tel Aviv 
Museum in the presence of the prime 
minister. 

Reka managing director Moshe 
Stem, who talks about the trust’s 
achievements with remarkable mod- 
estly, with the matter-of-factness of 
a banker, permits himself to say that 
“builders of Israel” award would be 
more appropriate, because Reka 
really has left its imprint all over the 
oountry. This is its monument. 

Of course one doesn't think of a 
monument in relation to a defunct 
bank, and there is no marble statue 
or bronze plaque in Tel Aviv’s Ahu- 
zat Bayit to remind the public that 
for 58 years, this was the site of Bank 


Kupat-Am. It was a financial enter- 
prise very much like a building socie- 
ty. or what Americans know as a 
mutual loan association. The deci- 
sion to sell to Bank Leumi 
followed the realization that there 
was little future for a bank specializ- 
ing in small loans to middle-income 
earners. 


Yet for nearly six decades, 
Kupat-Am had helped tens of 
thousands of people to make dreams 
obtainable. In a way it still does 
through the far-sightedness of its 
founders. They have learned that 
relatively small infusions of cash can 
make a big difference to institutions 
and organizations. 

Most of Reka's directors are 
octogenarians, and just as they were 
concerned that Kupat-Am should 
not fade from the scene, they are 
alert to the necessity of thinking 
about how Reka will continue with- 
out them. Yitzhak Forem, not yet 
50, was asked to join the Reka 
directorate three years ago and to- 
day is its chairman. 


NOTWITHSTANDING the hun- 
dreds of requests that Reka has on 
file, it often goes in search of exten- 
sions to projects already adopted. 
(When Reka embarks on a project, 
it sees it through from beginning to 
end.) A letter from Jerusalem 
Mayor Teddy Kollek requesting aid 
for the purchase of winter kerosene 
for the elderly prompted a large- 
scale investigation by Reka into the 
needs of the elderly in other com- 
munities. 

“We couldn’t understand" say's 
Stern, “why Kollek’s was the only 
letter of this kind. It gets cold in 
other parts of the country in winter - 
even in Tel Aviv. Who supplies the 
elderly with fuel for heating in other 
places?’’ 

In too many cases, the answer was 
no one. Now it’s Reka. 

“We were shocked to see just how 
many basic needs are ignored”, says 
Stem . citing schools - and libraries - 
without text books; cardiology 
equipment without batteries, and 
totally neglected facilities in institu- 
tions for the aged and chronically ill. 

Many hospitals are under-staffed 
because regulations allow just so 
many doctors to be put on the 
payroll. Where an additional two or 
three doctors may represent the dif- 
ference between life and death, 
Reka has an agreement with the 
hospitals in which they are employed 
to pay their salaries.

Girl-crazy in South Arabia

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THEY ARE mad for girls down in 
the Kathiri State of Seiyun. in South 
Arabia. So it emerges from three 
livery large postage stamps, very suit- 
‘ able for collectors, which have come 
my way from' South Arabia via Min- 
nesota. 

One of these stamps, the 150 fiis 
denomination, is titled Head of Girl, 
wistfully sexy, not decapitated. The 
second, attached by pretty perfora- 
tions, is entitled A Girl with a Guitar 
The third, Ya'Allah, is no less than 
Girl drinking with a Gentleman. Her 
head is covered, though not her face, 
so is his, by a wide-brimmed hat. 

But where or what is Kathiri State 
of Seiyun? My meagre research faci- 
lities yield nothing; and an encyc- 
lopedic friend with excellent re- 
jSources could not help either. 

What is crystal clear, though, is 
that the three girls on the three 
stamps are all reproductions of 
paintings by the Dutch painter Ver- 
meer. Why. for heaven's sake? Why 
no Islamic art or views of the Great 
and Lesser mosques at Kathiri State 
of Seiyun? 

To add to the confusion. Vermeer 
(1632-1675) seems also to have bad 
an overwhelming preference for 
girls. Not wars or landscapes: girls. 
The list of his important works in- 
cludes The Coquette, Lady at a Case- 
ment, Woman and Soldier, Reading 
Girl, Milk Woman, Diana and the 
Nymphs, The Letter (with girl). 
There is also Christ with Mary and 
Martha, bat no Mohammed with 
Fatima. From this girl-heavy list, l 
ave omitted only Views of Delft. 
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COULD THE explanation be that 
these handsome stamps - large 
enough to accommodate at least five 
modest, de-shekeled Israeli stamps - 
are issued by a democratic pluralist. 
Western-oriented little phiiatelie 
emirate? One rucked peacefully 
away somewhere down there around 



Hadbramaut (formerly Hatsar- 
mavet) qr those TruriaJ States? De- 
voted to oil and graphic artists, mak- 
ing stamps and not war? 

Evidence for such a theory may 
be seen in the tiny inset of a 
photograph of a quite swinging- 
looking sheikh in the upper left-hand 
corner. He is in black-and-white, 
while Vermeer is in full glowing 
colour. (Some people look at televi- 
sion; others pour over ridiculous 
mini-artefacts. But this is a big deal 
in America today, and is called the 
pursuit of trivia.) 

Our sheikh, or emir, looks untrou- 
bled by encroaching fundamental- 
ism, and more as though he were 
contemplating the import of a main- 
frame computer to organize his in- 
come from philately. 

The postmarks are absolutely 
beautiful and stamped for masterly 
graphic balance. They contain more 
English than Arabic lettering; but 
then, Vermeer’s name and his gjrly 
titles come in English only. 

And what kind of a denomination 
is the '•fils?” Shouldn’t it be “fiUes?" 

Surely we can do better ail 
around. Needed- is merely a dyna- 
mic. creatively-oriented, little com- 
pany producing imaginative postage 
stamps from mysterious little states, 
for the philatelist who has every- 
thing. 

For a start, we’ll have a series of 
designs for the kingdom of Himyar. 
in Southern Arabia. It came to an 
end in the year 525, when its last 
ruler died in a war against Ethiopia. 
His name was Yusuf As ar Yalta ‘ar 
Dhu Nuwas and he was converted to 
Judaism by rabbis from Tiberias be- 
fore acceding to the throne. He ruled 
what was in effect an independent 
Jewish kingdom in Arabia. But we 
wouldn't say all this on our stamp. 

The monetary unit would be the 
dhu. Inland postage. 25 dhus: air- 
mail, 500.

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Ata is blowin’ 
inthewind 

Talk about flogging dead horses! Who would have 
believed that in the last week of November 1985 we 
would still have Ata to talk about - and not just the Ata 
workforce, but Ata Ltd., which - if latest reports are to 
be given credence - is going to be rescued with govern- 
ment and Histadrut money combined. 

There are and always have been two distinct faces to 
the Ara problem. 

One is that of the workers, who have been the primary 
sufferers all along. During years of a management void 
ownership passed from the' founding Moelfer family to 
the Swiss tycoon Tibor Rosenbaum, who promptly got 
sawHowed up in his own troubles. Ata then languished 
for five years under the even more incompetent and/or 
uninterested rule of the Eisenbergclan and its whizz-kid 
fortune-maker, the late Mickey Albin. 

The only thing that happened to Ata's workers in this 
long period was that they sot older, along with their 
machines. 

It should be recalled - but generally isn't - that the Ata 
crisis first broke in late 1983. when Marks & Spencer 
notified the supposed jewel of Israel's textile industry, 
that - despite earlier warnings - its products were still not 
up to scratch. The giant British chain therefore said it was 
obliged to discontinue buying from Ata. Following that 
shock, the first of what were to be a series of recovery- 
plans was put into action. 

The essence of each plan was to fire a few workers, 
pump in some more money — mostly from the govern- 
ment or with government guarantees - and keep the 
place alive as best one could. 

The workers were consistently strung along by having 
promises dangled in front of them which, like a mirage, 
faded away ns they were supposed to come into reach. A 
few of rliose who could, found other employment. The 
bulk were too old. and too loyal to the place they had 
worked for most of their lives, to be able to go elsewhere. 

The history of the last 12 months is too fresh to need 
recounting, it would be a cold-blooded person indeed 



who could ignore the shameful treatment of the workers 
by the squabbling ministers (Moda'i and Sharon, with 
Shahal and others in the background) and by everyone 
else who got his hands dirty over Ata and its fate. 

Most reasonable people, therefore, would have 
agreed that if indeed the company was doomed, the 
workers should have been looked after by some or all of 
the government ministries involved, whether for alterna- 
tive employment, for early retirement or for retraining. 

These innocent vcictims. now thrown on the scrapheap 
of the labour market and in many cases not employable 
anywhere else, deserved at least that much - austerity or 
no. 

It is worth repeating what this column said about Ata 
five months ago, before it disappeared from the news - 
supposedly for ever. That is that until this very day. no 
objective study has been made which answers the most 
elementary question of all - is Ata a viable concern under 
any circumstances, and if so. how are these to be 
achieved? 

But no-one is interested in facts or objectivity. Every- 
body involved has his own aims and. in most cases, these 
do not jell with each other. 

That explains why Ata's chances of survival go up and 
down in line with the degree of austerity the government 
is committed to at any -given moment. This “austerity 
ratio" theory has held true since October 1983. and looks 
very much like holding true again in the present round of 
the Ata saga. 

Every day the indications increase that the govern- 
ment is easing off the budgetary and monetary restraint 
of the summer months. The name of the game now is to 
save the troubled firms and sectors, whether the govern- 
ment coughs up directly or through the back door, that is. 
via the Histadrut. 

Ata is simply maintaining its record as the best 
indicator of government industrial policy, in the absence 
of any more formal method of ascertaining which way the 
wind is blowing. 


EC agrees on new talks with Israel 


BRUSSELS ( AP). - The 10 nations 
of the European Community agreed 
in principle Monday on a common 
EC stance for new trade negotiations 
with Israel and 11 other Mediterra- 
nean nations, officials said. 

Other countries involved ore Jor- 
dan. Lebanon. Cyprus. Malta, 
Yugoslavia and Turkey. 

The negotiations, to begin in De- 
cember. will aim at shielding the 
non- EC nations in the Mediterra- 
nean region from any loss in exports 
as a result of Spain and Portugal 
joining the EC in January. 

The - Mediterranean countries 
have expressed concern that their 
exports to Europe of such goods as 
citrus fruit and olive oil will decline 


once Spain and Portugal join, since 
the Iberian nations will gain greater 
access to the European market for 
the same products. 

The agreement in principle 
reached in Brussels gives the ECs 
executive commission the authority 
to negotiate a trade deal that would 
guarantee a steady import level of 
Mediterranean products, officials 
said. 

The EC is a vital export market for 
the Mediterranean countries. Tuni- 
sia. for example, sells 60 per cent of 
its exports to Europe, while the EC 
represents more than 40 per cent of 
total exports for Morocco. Egypt, 
Syria and Algeria, according to EC 
statistics.

TEL A VTV. - The Histadrut consid- 
ers raising investment capital from 
workers employed in Hevrat Ha’Ov- 
dim plants in return for their parti- 
cipation in profit-sharing, Histadrut 
Secretary-General Yisrael Kessar 
said on Monday. 

The proposal is already being stu- 
died by a special committee 
appointed by the Hevrat Ha'Ovdim 
management, Kessar added. 

The scheme, if adopted, would 
supplement the recently established 
Histadrut growth fund, which is en- 
visaged as aiding factories with tem- 
porary financial problems. Some 
350.000 workers have already 
pledged to donate one day’s work 
every six months to the fund, which 
is under the management of former 
secretary-general, Yitzhak Ben- 
Aharon. 

Kessar. Who was addressing a His-, 
tadrut study group, attacked the 
Treasury’s budget proposals, saying 
that they would lead to greater un- 
employment and widen social gaps.

Haifa’s cargo share down 8%, Ashdod’s up 10% 

Ports Authority breaks even 
while cutting manpower 5% 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HA IF A . - The country's ports hand- 
led 13.4 million tons of cargo during 
fiscal 1984/85. an increase of 2% 
over the previous year, the Ports 
Authority reported yesterday. 

While import cargoes declined in 
volume from 6.6 to 6.4 million tons 
during the year, exports shipped 
through the three ports went up from 
6.6 to almost 7 million tons. 

Hie ports' manpower was further 
reduced by 5% , to 2,608 employees, 
with another 3,502 on the authority's 
pension roll. 

The number of ships calling at the 
ports declined from 3,280 in 1983/84 
to 3,183 in 1984/85, a reflection of 
the growing size of ships and the 
consequent reduction in their num- 
ber or the frequency of their calls. 

During the year a total of 350,000 
passengers passed through the ports, 
including 290,000 tourists for a day. 
coming on board cruise liners.

Oil prices may plunge 
if Opec talks fail 

KUWAIT (Reuter). - Saudi Ara- 
bian Oil Minister Ahmed Zakf 
Yamam predicts oil prices could fall 
to $20 a barrel if Opec’s next round 
of talks fails to achieve a firm com- 
mitment on price and production 
targets. 

“The price of a barrel of crude will 
fall to $20 if the next Opec meeting 
(in Geneva on December 7) pro- 
duces confusion and moodiness,'' he 
told the Kuwaiti newspaper Al-Rai 
Al-Aam in an interview published 
yesterday. 

He was apparently referring to last 
month's meeting of the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries. 
It ended in disarray and without a 
fuD commitment to its production 
and price accord. 

Yamam said he expected Opec to 
sustain prices - now loosely linked to 
a benchmark of $28 - provided mem- 
bers reaffirmed their earlier agree- 
ment. 


INDIA-EGYPT. - India has agreed 
to help set up coaJ-based power 
plants in Egypt and to collaborate in 
several other spheres.

‘The marketing of industry is poor*

TEL AVTV. - This country’s “R” is 
excellent, its “D” is passable, but its 
“M” is terrible. This is the opinion of 
E mm a n uel Gill, 46, president and 
chief executive officer of Elbit Com- 
puters, which had sales of $150 mil- 
lion in 1984/85. 

“R", of course, is research. “D” is 
development and “M” is marketing. 
Gill has adopted the habit of not 
saying, as most industrialists do. R & 
D, butR&D&M. 

His approach to this newly coined 
phrase is strengthened by his belief 
that all too many Israelis have both 
their heads and their feet in the 
clouds, in “R” and some “D”, while 
they should have their heads in the 
clouds with “R & D*\ but their feet 
planted solidly on the ground 

Many Israelis, he says, use their 
“R” to solve a theoretical problem; 
then they look for means to “de- 
velop” this theory into something 
useful, and finall y they look around 
for a method of marketing. 

How did Israeli thinking “develop 
backwards?” he asks. 

Gill thinks that the country's 
founding fathers, mainly those of the 
Second Aliya, are to blame. They 
came here with a “return to manual 
labour” doctrine. Marketing, in 
which Jews excelled in the diaspora, 
.ran counter to pioneering beliefs. 
And even after the country became 
industrialized, the emphasis was still 
on physical work, although it be- 
came more and more mechanized. 
“But the indoctrination hangover 
against going for a hard sell still 
remains.” 

Things began to change about ten 
years ago. “Then you couldn't find a 
colonel or general who left the Israel 
Defence Forces who would even 
consider going into business. Today, 


the situation is entirely different 

Nevertheless, all too many Israelis 
think it is honourable to go to the 
U.S. government cap in hand and 
beg for $1 billion. They think there is 
something wrong with trying to sell, 
let us say to General Dynamics, 
goods valued at $100 million. 

Gill also finds that Israel’s market- 
ing efforts are banned by the charac- 
ter of the sabra. “The sabra drinks he 
is always right, not that the customer 
is right. And if the sabra can’t con- 
vince the customer, the sabra actual- 
ly thinks the customer is wrong.” 

Question: “Where were you 
bora?” 

Answer “In Tientsin, China. My 
parents fled the German invasion of 
Russia. But we came here when I 
was 12 years old, young enough to 
get a good insight into the sabra 
mentality - without being one.” 

Gill - educated at the Technion - 
believes he learned his own 
“marketing” viewpoint during his 19 
, years in the airforce, 
i “We didn’t first solve a theoretical 
(problem and then look for a tactical 
'application. First we had an oper- 
ational problem. For example, bow 
to hit the enemy while exposing 
ourselves as little as possible, that is, 
to get him in our sights and our 
missiles on the way, before he got us 
in his sights. After we defined this 
simple operational problem, we 
went into our triple sales pitch. First, 
we had to sell our pilots the idea that 
a solution could be reached. After 
this, we sold the idea to our generals, 
and after we had them convinced , we 
had to sell it to the Ministry of 
Defence, which had to supply the 
funds. 

“And after this difficult sale, we 
went to our R & D people and said: 
here is the problem, find some way 
of solving it In other words, we 
directed their mental energy to a

specific problem - hitting the enemy 
before he could hit us.” 

Elbit participated in the recent 
employment drive in the U.S. and 
convinced 15 Israeli engineers to 
return to work for it. But not any 
type of engineer, but those who were 
experts in one of three fields: spe- 
cialized packing for airborne 
miniaturized condensed electronic 
systems; quality and product assur- 
ance; and business and marketing- 
oriented engineers with experience 
in the American technological en- 
' vironment. 

Elbit now exports 43% of its pro- 
ducts and hopes to increase this to 
50% in the near future. 

There were 45 applicants for these- 
15 Elbit jobs. “We hope that we will 
get our 15.” 

Gill notes that there were two 
factors - in addition to the promise 
of a job at Elbit - which strongly 
influenced these Israelis to apply. 
The first was the electronics “reces- 
sion" on the U.S. west coast, and 
that there are simply fewer jobs 
available and reduced opportunities 
in the jobs themselves. 

The second reason was that many 
of the applicants have small chil- 
dren, and they want to give them an 
Israeli education, to sink their roots 
in their homeland. Gill admits that 
many of the engineers' wives still 
have a hankering for the easy life in 
the U.S. 

The tragedy is not so much that 
several thousand excellent Israeli- 
trained engineers are over there, but 
that this country, through its short- 
sighted policy failed to provide them 
with the right conditions of work. I 
believe that conditions here are 
changing now even if not fast 
enough." . . . : . 

Nevertheless, even today Israel 
has a surplus of engineers, especially 
in the “R" field, mainly in the uni- 
vetsities, Gill said. They should get 
out of the academic life, or combine 
the academic life with industrial 
efforts, and see life from a more 
realistic viewpoint, he added. 

But aren’t the electronics and 
computer markets saturated with

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manpower today, even for those 

with a strong marketing bent? 

“The commercial market may be, 
but not the defence market. There 
mil always be plenty of work in the 
military field, despite government 
cutbacks, as long as the present 
world situation continues.” 

Perhaps with the surplus of “R” 
engineers, Israel should consider 
throwing its entire “electronic” abil- 
ity behind President Reagan's Star 
Wars programme? 

The answer is no. “First, we will 
be moving into a field where we have 
little background and undemanding 
_ of the problems. And even when we 
do familiarize ourselves, and we can 
do this fairly quickly, we would only 
be given some secondary problem to 
solve, perhaps some sub-problem of 
a sub-problem; we would be selling 
our ‘R’ .not the entire package of R 
&D&M.” 

Gill think s Israel should stick to 
the field in which it has acquired a 
worldwide reputation - convention- 
al tactical warfare using tanks and 
airplanes. 

“I hate to say it, but conventional 
tactical warfare is here to stay, and 
from my conversations with others, 
especially in the U.S., I see that 
many people are redirecting their 
. thinkin g to such conventional war- 
fare. Some even feel that both the 
U.S. and Russia may be putting their 
strategic nuclear warfare in the 
deep-freezer. 

But Elbit, like other Israeli com- 
panies. has to sell this expertise 
abroad, and this brings Gill fan- 
rircle back to marketing. 

“We are se lling to many countries 
around the world but I can't men- 
tion their names. The competition is 
fierce. We would like government 
funding in marketing to the same 
extend that such funding goes to R& 
D.” 

Gill believes that the fight of 
marketing over research will be won 
when Israeli salesmen adopt the 
Japanese practice. “Their salesmen 
don’t say, I’m from Japan. They say, 
I'm from Sony, or I'm from Hitachi. 
When the Israelis say. I'm from 
Elbit, or Fm from Elsdnt, or Fm 
from Sdtex. then we’ll be on the 
right track.” 

Elbit is active in the main military 
fields: aviation systems, command 
and control systems, and weapons 
control systems. Its subsidiaries, 
Eltek, Elnet, Iframetrical, and 
Eldor are active in commercial 
fields. 

Elbit is comfortably in the black. 
In the 1982/83 fiscal year, net profits 
were.SS million. ouLof revenues..of. . 
$86m. In the next year this rose ta 
$12.3m. profits out of revenues of 
$U9m. Last year, 1984/85, net pro- 
fits rose to $18m. out of revenues of 
$150m. 

But Gill is just as proud of two 
other things. Sales per employee 
have risen in these three years from 
$49,000 a year to $70,000; and the 
backlog of orders has gone up from 
$155m. to $260m.

Ameri can banks 
resume lending 
to Soviets 

NEW YORK (AP). - U -S. banks 
have started making loans to the 
Soviet Union again after a five-year 
pause following the Sowet interven- 
tion in Afghanistan, The New York 
Tunes said yesterday. 

Four big American commercial 
banks and the London subsidiary 0 f 
the Royal Bank of Canada agreed 
earlier this month to lend the Soviets 
$400 million to buy American and 
<~?paHian grain, the paper reported. 

The loan was made to the Soviet 
Foreign Trade Bank at “ unusu ally 
low interest rates,", the newspa per 
said - only one quarter percentage 
point above the London Interbank 
offered rate, which currently stands 
at 8 V6%. 

It provides that the Soviets can 
draw on the loan at any time during 
the next three years to buy grain - 
75% of it American and the rest 
ranadian - provided it repays that 
portion of the loan within IS) days. 

First National Bank of Chicago is 
the leader of the group, which also 
includes Morgan Guaranty Trust 
Co., Bankers Trust Co. and Irving 
Trust Co. of New York. The news- 
paper said the group was inviting 
scores of other banks to participate 
in the loan. 

Current Soviet debt to U.S. banks- 
amounts to only $125 million. Amer- 
ican bank lending to the Soviet Un- 
ion dried up after Soviet troops en- 
tered Afghanistan in 1979.

TEL AVIV. - Although volume in 
the “free” share market remained 
below $1 milli on yesterday, this mar- 
ket moved significantly higher on the 
back of the Bank of Israel's 
announcement that it was reducing 
borrowing rates by 1 % . 

In fact, the Mizrahi and Discount 
banks were quick to follow this up 
with a 1 % drop in their prime rate, 
with effect from next Sunday. 

The bond market was mixed and 
remained basically unchanged, 
while the “arrangement” sector was 
exactly unchanged on the day. 

In the Treasury bill market, the 
weekly auction attracted only some 
IS11-12 billion, while a much larger 
amount was redeemed from the out- 
going series. 

This prompts the question where 
all the money is going — and one 
likely answer, if only a partial one, is 
to the savings schemes being touted 
by die banks. 

What is dear is that the current 
interest rates of 2.5-3 % monthly in 
Treasury bills and short-term bank 
deposits are no longer attracting sav- 
ings. 

From a macro-economic point of 
view, the movement of savings from 
short-term and very high-yielding 
Treasury bills to longer-term savings 
schemes, even if these do pay 7-8 % 
real annual interest, is strongly posi- 
tive. The question is, how much of 
the accumulated money in Treasury 
bills and tapas and pdkam deposits 
will go to such savings? 

In the “free” share market the 
rally that had been immin ent on 
Monday broke out yesterday.

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Hassan’s about-face 


HAVING PUBLICLY offered to host Premier Shimon Peres 
in Rabat for a discussion of Arab-Israeli peace. Morocco’s King 
Hassan lost little time in just as publicly withdrawing the 
invitation yesterday afternoon. Thus another “peace initiative" 
seems to have died aborning. 

There were good reasons for Hassan II to make a gesture of 
friendship towards Israel at this time. He has lately set his 
bridges to America, his benefactress, on fire by concluding an 
alliance with President Ronald Reagan's bete noire. Muammar 
Gaddafi. That alliance may have been dictated mainly by the 
need to secure Libyan aid for Morocco in its war of attrition 
against the Polisario for control of Spanish Sahara. But the 
U.S. president has already signalled to the Moroccan monarch 
that no friend of Gaddafi's can call himself a friend of his, and 
that he would not be welcome at the White House. 

In something like desperation, Hassan must have decided to 
play his Israelf card. He has long been in contact with Israeli 
leaders, even though covertly: he had welcomed Yitzhak Rabin 
Rabin when premier as a well-disguised guest, and later he 
made Moroccan soil available to Moshe Dayafi and Hassan 
Tohami for their meeting in advance of Anwar Sadat's journey 
to Jerusalem. More recently he corresponded with Mr. Peres, 
and the time was ripe for an open visit by the Israeli premier to 
Morocco. 

This, it might have been reasoned, would induce the 
American-Jewish community to intercede on his behalf with 
the White House, despite the Libyan connection. 

True. King Hassan made it from the start a condition of Mr. 
Peres's visiting him that he should come equipped with "serious 
proposals." and he threatened to cut the dialogue with his guest 
short if it turned out that the premier’s proposals were not 
serious enough to suit the royal taste. But he did not spell out 
the meaning of seriousness in advance, and this apparently did 
not sit well with his fellow Arab rulers. As the Arab League's 
current chairman, Hassan II. they may have informed him, is 
not allowed to devise an independent Moroccan diplomacy 
towards Israel. 

He must not invite Mr. Peres over for direct talks without 
preconditions; and the preconditions should be - if not 
acceptance of the full range of the Fez resolutions, then at least 
readiness to evacuate all the occupied Arab territories, and 
acknowledgement of the Palestinians' right to self- 
determination. 

Mr. Peres was obviously hoping that, despite Arab objec- 
tions, King Hassan would, in his self-interest, stick to his offer 
to meet him openly and in person, thus setting an example for 
Jordan’s King Hussein. The premier expressed that hope 
during a visit to Bat Yam yesterday morning, and at that time it 
appeared to be a well-grounded hope. Mr. Peres needed 
Hassan to deliver Hussein about as much as Hassan needed Mr. 
Peres to deliver Mr. Reagan. 

But within hours the well-laid plans were completely upset. 
Presumably under hard Arab pressure, Hassan staged an 
about-face, suggesting to French reporters in Rabat that, if Mr. 
Peres had anything to say to him. he should say it in a letter to 
the UN secretary-general. And that in the letter he should 
announce readiness to evacuate all the occupied Arab territor- 
ies. and acknowledgement of the Palestinians' right to self- 
determination... 

That the king has thus made himself look rather foolish is his 
own affair. But that he has blocked another start towards peace 
will be difficult to forgive.

THE LEANING Tower of 
Pisa is having a checkup to 
see if anything can be done 
to keep it from falling over. 

Workers have begun the survey, 
which includes taking samples of 
material from the 12th-century tow- 
er and the subsoil on which it stands 
at its precarious angel. 5. 1 metres off 
the perpendicular. 

The Italian news agency Agi says 
that planners want to know the 
physical-chemical characteristics of 
the walls, foundation and soil before 
deciding what work is needed. 

In 1984, the tower registered its 
lowest tilt record in recent years, 
according to the group that "main- 
tains the landmark. The 55-metre 
marble tower increased its lean by 
only ,4S millimetres, down from 1 .28 
millimetres in 1983. 

The Italian government in 1983 
assigned six university professors to 
come up with a plan to prevent the 
tower from falling over some day 
and approved $7 million for the job. 

Shortly after its construction began 
in 1173. the tower began leaning 
because the ground beneath it 
shifted. 

There have been various remedies 
suggested, including installing an 
electric pump to maintain the press- 
ure of the water in the underground 
pools.

Shortly before the last municipal 
elections, city hall put out a brochure 
called "Things Move in Haifa,” 
which was promptly banned as illeg- 
al election propaganda by the Cen- 
tral Election Committee. The High 
Court subsequently ordered the 
mayor's party, Labour, to reimburse 
city hall $39,000, the brochure’s 
cost. 


Now city hall is replacing worn- 
out water pipes in Rehov Nordau. 
Not content with getting on with the 
job, city hall has put up signs around 
the workmen that say: "Things 
Move in Haifa - We’re Renovating 
the Water Supply." 


They really did move things when 
one of the workmen’s pneumatic 
drill struck one of the old pipes and 
sent up a gusher that was quite 
picturesque, though of course a pity 
for the wasted water. 


However, it took the men quite 
some time before they got moving 
and patched the leak. Which made 
our correspondent muse that it's 
things, not men, that move in Haifa.

The gift . is in the giving

Dry Bones 


GOVERNMENTS DO, and even- 
tually must, change. But the roots of 
our democracy lie in bipartisan re- 
gard for the major instruments of the 
state. That is why, ever since Mr. 
Menachem Begin announced his in- 
tention to resign as prime minister in 
August 1983, 1 advocated the forma- 
tion of a national unity government. 

While stalwarts lined up at the 
Prime Minister's Office to beg him to 
renege on his decision, I urged Mr. 
Begin to form a national unity gov- 
ernment comprising the two major 
parties. This would have been an 
historic act to mark his resignation, 
an act that would have enabled the 
major parties to address the basic 
issues confronting the nation. 

I was concerned not only by our 
disintegrating economy and not only 
by the bitterness and helplessness 
engendered by the bloody misadven- 
tures in Lebanon. I was equally - 
perhaps even more - concerned by 
the future of our democracy; by the 
cracks in Israel’s social fabric; the 
dangerous polarization between the 
two opposing political blocs; the 
schism and multiplication of splinter 
groups and factions; the chasm be- 
tween religious and secular; the 
shameful spectre of racism; the 
powerful odour permeating our soci- 
ety, and. not less, the inefficient, 
bloated bureaucracy. 

In the face of the internal and 
regional realities, the two major par- 
ties should have admitted that their 
respective electoral platforms had to 
undergo critical scrutiny and analy- 
sis. And that should have been fol- 
lowed by a genuine dialogue be- 
tween them, guided by rationality 
rather than unbridled prej udices and 
outlived doctrines, in order to pro- 
duce a coherent policy for a full 
four-year term of office. 


IN THE WAKE of the deadlock 
produced by the last elections, I 
urged both Mr. Peres and Mr. Sha- 
mir to buxy the hatchet and to form a 
government consisting of the two 
major parties without any third party 
in order to change the electoral sys- 
tem and address themselves to the 
crucial problems outlined above. I 
argued that it is the lot of third 
parties not to shape events, but to 
await them; to attend the misfor- 
tunes of the larger parties. 

Reason has it that a just electoral 
system should produce four bask 
results: reflect the will of the people; 
ensure stable government capable of 
decision-making; allow sizeable, not 
tiny, minorities to be represented; 
and render the elected answerable to 
the elector. 

The present system satisfies only 
the first condition, and the third 
parties and factions are opposed to 
any reform. 

I also stressed the necessity of 
prohibiting parties which preach 
ideas contrary to the Declaration of 
Independence. Unfortunately, my 
recommendations to the two leaders 
seem to have gone unheeded and 
both became enmeshed in repre- 
hensible, prolonged, parallel nego- 
tiations with potential partners in the 
event of an opportunity presenting 
itself for the formation of a narrow 
coalition. 

Eventually, the two leaders be- 
came bedfellows, but odd bedfel- 
lows. They have different dreams; 
they are continually looking over 
their shoulders in the direction of 
their respective satellites; and they 
are straying from the path of vital 
state interests and the strengthening 
of our democracy. 

The flimsiness of the present gov- 
ernment. the daily altercations, the 


bickering and the squabbles - all 
have served to distort the concept of 
national unity. It should be admit- 
ted, however, that in spite of the 
mutual attacks the two parties have 
learnt to be more tolerant and con- 
siderate towards each other, to coha- 
bit and to preside over the destiny of 
the country with some degree of 
effectiveness. 

Indeed, the alternatives - a 
narrow-based coalition or early elec- 
tions - are even worse. In both cases, 
the present economic policy, show- 
ing tangible signs of success, will 
collapse, while the polarization be- 
tween the two opposing camps in the 
spheres of security and foreign poli- 
cy bears the germs of fratricide. 
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TT IS SAID that politics is the art of 
the possible, but the time is now 
propitious to turn politics into the art 
of translating the necessary - the 
vital into the possible. 

The optimism generated by the 
belief that early negotiations with a 
Jordanian- Palestinian delegation 
will lead to a swift agreement on the 
conflict seems to be unsubstantiated 
by recent developments: The rap- 
prochement between Jordan and 
Syria, the recent announcement by 
Yasser Arafat in Cairo that “armed 
resistance within Israeli occupied 
territories will continue” - all this 
make the Israeli expectations illus- 
ory. 

Moreover, the suggestion that the 
Soviet Union will restore diplomatic 
relations in exchange for a role in an 
international peace conference 
seems rather unlikely. 

Moscow's pragmatic leadership is 
aware that Soviet influence in the 
Middle East depends on a continua- 
tion of the conflict and the need of 
their Arab clients for military hard- 


ware. as well as on the venomous 
anti-Israeli and anti-Zionist prop- 
aganda which the Soviet Union 
promotes in the international arena. 

Once peace is established, the 
Arabs' need for the Soviet Union 
will vanish, since there is no ideolo- 
gical compatibility between the 
Arabs and Communism. 

Israel’s objective at this point is to 
avoid war; and this can be achieved 
by maintaining and strengthening 
our own deterrent and by expanding 
the strategic cooperation with our 
great ally, the United States. Once 
the so-called peace chimera is re- 
moved. and with it the mutual suspi- 
cions. Israel’s two major parties 
should engage each other in a 
genuine dialogue aimed at resolving 
the crucial internal problems, in- 
cluding the instruments of our gov- 
ernance system and the future of our 


democracy. -;V

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"WHO WILL guard the guar- 
dians?” Plato asked in his contem- 
plation of the perfect state he en- 
visioned.

David Ben-Gurion, travelled to the 
U.S. on Zionist movement business, 
he was given a one-way boat ticket; 
he was expected to stay with friends: 
and it was understood that his way 
back to Palestine would have to be 
financed by money he was to schnorr 
on his speaking tours. His wife. 
Paula, went out to work without 
Ben-Gurion ’s knowledge, because 
otherwise she couldn’t support her- 
self and her three children in his 
absence. 

Golda Meir, in her later years as 
prime minister, spoke nostalgically 
of the early decades in the Histad- 
rut, in which its top elected officials 
like herself earned less than the 
doorman, because the latter had a 
larger family to support. 

Menachem Begin, although cer- 
tainly not sharing the egalitarian 
socialist philosophy of B-G and Gol- 
da, lived his entire life with his late 
wife Aliza, in extremely modest cir- 
cumstances. That modesty elicited 
his followers' admiration but *hot 
their emulation. 

In the midst of the extreme econo- 
mic austerity of the 1950s, when 
hundreds of thousands of new im- 
migrants were living in tent cities and 
food was severly rationed, the social- 
ist Mapai prime minister, Levi 
Eshkol, dipped into the Bible to 
come up with the verse “Thou shalt 
not muzzle thy ox while threshing," 
to excuse the gift of free land and 
settlement budgets to a small num- 


ber of Jewish Agency fat-cats in 
charge of settlement budgets. Our 
"oxen” have been relatively unmuz- 
zled while busy “threshing" ever 
since. 

His predecessor as prime minister, 
Moshe. Sharett, was aghast when 
informed that he could rent out his 
own flat during the period he and his 
wife lived in the official prime minis- 
ter’s residence. He lost quite a bit of 
money, because he stuck to his prin- 
ciples, and lived in relative penury 
for the rest of his life. Eshkol made 
money out of similar circumstances. 

The history of the swings of the 
pendulum in regard to such practices 
is a long one. In recent years our 
“guardians" have pretty much 
tended to the feathering-one’s-own- 
nest swing of the pendulum.

THE CURRENT scandal arose as 
part of Gut's fight with the Treasury 
over health budgets. In the course of 
the ferocious political in-fighting, it 
was revealed that the IS200 million 
quietly allocated for the private 
health care of an arbitrary selection 
of political, judicial, rabbinical and 
administrative elites had already 
been overspent - by far. 

The number of such proteksyonis - 
tim has ballooned to around 4,000 
with normal, and in some cases 
speeded-up, job turnover. MKs, 
past and present, represent tbe 
largest category. This proliferation 
could add a chapter to tbe book of 
Parkinson's Laws. The really scan- 
dalous aspect of the entire arrange- 
ment is that special rights are 
granted for life, even to those who 
serve only a short time. They and 
their spouses will be parted from tbe 
public trough only by death. 

To take one, admittedly invidious, 
but justified example: former MK 
Shmuel Flatto-Sharon, who served a 
single term in the Knesset and was 
later convicted of vote-buying. 
Naturally he is still on the list. 

The positions entitled to special 
treatment have also grown geometri- 
cally. The most suspicious element 


in this growth is the inclusion of 
senior Treasury officials, while their 
parallel peers in other ministeries 
are excluded. 

Part of our elite are merely enti- 
tled to free and special medical care. 
A much more select group - about 
1,IX>0 out of the 4,000 - are sflso 
exempt from paying anything into 
the health fund insurance that covers 
the rest of us, poor tax-paying mor- 
tals. 

Given human nature, once the 
temptation is there, it is only natural 
that more and more people will be 
tempted to exploit the quietly admi- 
nistered advantages to the hilt. Thus 
a cording to reports, many of the 
requests for special, free medical 
treatment have been for cosmetic 
surgery for family members, which 
are not covered by customary health 
fund insurance. 

The straws that broke the health 
minister's back were two recent re- 
quests for medical treatment abroad 
to the tune of $50,000 and $70,000. 
These reports recall the one several 
years ago, in which former chief 
rabbi Shlomo Goren insisted on hav- 
ing the state foot the bill for his open 
heart surgery in the U.S., when it 
could just as well have been per- 
formed in Israel's top-flight medical 
institutions, at a fraction of the cost. 

Several MKs, including YairTsa- 
ban of Mapam and Minister of Eco- 
nomic Planning Gad Ya'acobi. have 
now come out for the abolition of tbe 
entire system of preferential treat- 
ment. Whether this is political 
grandstanding or not, their stand is 
coned. It is not this or that detail 
that is wrong; the whole system 
should be abolisbed. There is no 
reason why our leaders cannot be 
treated by the same socialized health 
system they have decreed for the rest 
of us. 

Several other questions arise. 
Where was the state comptroller in 
all of this? Does the fact that he and 
his predecessors have always been 
among the list of beneficiaries have 
anything to do with bis office's fail- 


ing to make an issue of the entire" 
matter? 

At a time when the Treasury rs " 
determined to subject old-age pen- 
sions to taxation, and to calculate the 
income equivalent of workers' meals j . 
for income tax purposes, why has the -, 
very real income equivalent rcpre-’Sf*/ 
sen ted by such free medical treat- -T." . 
ment for VIPs not been subjected to. 
taxation? Does the fact that the 
minister of finance, the head of the 
State Revenue Authority and the 
head of Income Tax Administration, - 
not to mention the members of the 
Knesset Finance Committee, are aK 
among the beneficiaries - some - 
Grade A and some Grade B - have 
anything to do with that administra- 
tive oversight? 

Is water wet? 

I have noted before that in the 
international school of comparative 
political corruption. Israel is still in , ( 
the kindergarten stage. There is a fc. 
real danger, however, that given our 1 
natural precocity, we will skip ; 
straight from kindergarten to uni- 
versity level. 

Some of the signs are there. The 
right of lawyer members of Knesset 
to represent clients before govern- 
ment agencies is already secondary 
school, if not freshman university 
level corruption. The fiction of vast- 
ly underassessing privately used but 
officially owned cars for tax pur- ' 
poses, for senior government and 
private sector officials, at a time 
when the vast majority of car owners 
are being bled white, is getting there.; 

One could add many other exam- 
ples to this list. 

it is past time for the pendulum to 
start swinging back. There are raany^- 
sincere, dedicated and honest men 
and women among our guardians. 
What is needed is public exposure of 
the others and public pressure on . . 
them all to bring our guardians back ; 
to their senses and to their sense of 
public probity and responsibility. 

Plato, who didn’t think much of 
the common people or of democracy 
as a form of government, hoped that 
the guardians would guard them- 
selves. 

He was wrong. There are times 
when public guardians are tempted 
to sell out on their repo nsibili ties. It 
is at such times that tile public itself, 
must be the guardians of the public 
interest. ‘T®
